leases on a i 
large tract of land in that v icinity and 
expects to drill a test well on his farm 
in the near future. 
He is of the opin­ 
ion th at oil will be found in paying 
quantities nea r th a t place. 
The land 
which he is leasing is located in Scott 
county. 
F or sev eral ye a rs Mr. 
Booe h as 
noticed the presence of an oiJy 
su b ­ 
stance coming from the slate b a nk s on 
his farm, and believ es that a test well 
will prov e th a t the land is oil prod u c ­ 
ing. 
An expert examined the land 
some time ago and stated at th a t time j 
th a t he thought oil would be found in 
pa ying quantities and suggested th at 
a test well be drilled. 
Before the well 
! is begun, howev er, Mr. Booe will lease 
all the land su rrou nd ing the farm 
upon which the test well will be drilled. 
It is understood 
th a t the leases are j 
being secured without much difficulty, | 
and the farmers are willing to 
lease) 
their land upon the terms proposed. 
Tne majority of the people, 
who 
knowT of the oil leases, do not believ e j 
th a t oil will be found in paying q u a n­ 
tities, if it is found at all. 
A num ber 
of people state th a t they hav e noticed 
an oily substance upon the water which , 
' percolates from the slate banks in th at 
pa r t of the county, but do not believ e 1 
th a t it indicates th a t a large quantity 
of oil will be found. 
Most of these j 
people, who hav e seen this oil, think 
it is due to a substance in the rock. 
It is believ ed th a t an oil com pany 
in northern I nd ia na is back of the j 
leases and the test well. 
J u s t when 
the well will be drilled 
is not known, 
but it is said th at arrange m e nts will 
be made to begin the work as soon as | 
the leases upon the s u rrou nd ing land 
a re secured. 
Some years ago a C rothersv ille m an ; 
believ ed that oil could be found 
in 
th a t pa rt of the county, if a well was 
drilled and made pre para tions to make 
the test. 
He secured leases upon a b ou t 
two thousand acres of land in J a c k ­ 
son and Scott counties a nd 's pe nt sev ­ 
e ra l hundred d olla rs in m aking a r ­ 
rangem ents for the well. 
The well, 
howev er, was nev er drilled and the 
leases are still held by 
the attorney 
who secured them.

Indianapolis. March 16. — Governor 
Marshall “started something” in Indi­ 
ana Democratic politics when he be­ 
gan a positive campaign to defeat 
Thomas Taggart for the United States 
senatorial nomination. The Democrat­ 
ic governor demands that the selection 
of the Democratic candidate for the 
United States senatorship shall be left 
to the Democratic state convention in 
1910, next month, and not to the legis­ 
lative caucus of Democrats to bo held 
in 1911. 
He would have the 1,700 odd 
delegates from all corners of the state 
choose a senatorial candidate, free 
from the uncertainties of secret ballot 
schemes and double-crosses, such as 
John W. Kern found in the Democrat­ 
ic legislative caucus last winter, when 
a group of bosses controlled the body, 
curtained its actions, and handed the 
senatorship to R. F. Shively, against 
the will and instructions o* the rank 
and file of the party tip and down the 
state. 
Governor Marshall would have the 
Democratic candidate for the United 
States senatorship “endorsed” by the 
convention April 28 . and leave nothing 
to chance. By this flank move against 
Thomas Taggart, the governor has 
taken a shrewd method of smoking Mr. 
Taggart out on *he United States sen­ 
atorship proposition, and has adopted 
i the only possible method by which the 
Taggart senatorial boom may be head- 
I ed off. 
Mr. Taggart accepts the chal- 
I lenge. 
Mr. Taggart has been inter­ 
viewed on the 
Marshall plan, and 
vhile not wholly opposing the idea 
i yet intimates ihat he does not yearn 
to see it put into execution. 
The governor’s stand, in effect, in- 
I forms the people of the state that he 
is against Thomas Taggart for United 
States senator, and that he will go to I 
the extreme length of making a state 
i convention fight to prevent Mr. Tag­ 
gart from taking a senatorship honor, i 
The governor’s opposition extends to 
, the

horses.” 
Mr. 
Taggart's 
declaration 
that 
i “Democrats have elected such men as 
I Voorhees. Hendricks, McDonald, Tur- 
pie and Shively without having an en­ 
dorsement by the state convention,” I 
! is a plain indication that Mr. Taggart I 
and all his energies and forces already 
are hard at work to defeat Governor 
Marshall's new scheme. 
Mr. Taggart ' 
says he is for “whatever a majority 
of the delegates want.” 
He further 
avers that “it will be perfectly satis- j 
factory” to him “if the convention 
wants to adopt Governor Marshall’s j 
plan.” 
In other words, the biggest word in 
politics, “If” looms in the interview 
given out by Mr. Taggart, director 
general of the Democratic party in I 
Indiana. 
He replies to Governor Mar­ 
shall's proposition hv suggesting that 
the governor can have his way, “if” 
the governor can induce the delegates 
to support the senatorial endorsement 
project. With the issue clearly drawn 
between Marshall and Taggart, and 
with the Taggart forces plainly ar­ 
rayed to oppose the governor’s plan, 
it may he said that the merry war is 
on, and that the split in the Demo­ 
cratic party is growing. 
It is the Taggart idea that Indiana 
Democrats should go through the cam­ 
paign in still-hunt style, saying noth­ 
ing as to the identity of the man who 
is to oppose Senator Beveridge in 1911. 
Taggart has the state organization 
solidly in line for anything he desires. 
His legislative candidates already are 
hustling and being nomirated over the 
I state. 
Left to himself he will capture 
the Democratic legislative caucus with­ 
out much trouble, and if the legisla­ 
ture should go Democratic, Mr. Tag­ 
gart would garner the crop he has 
been caring for with such heartfelt as­ 
siduity.

“If the uncontradicted and appar- 
j ently authorized statements of the 
newspapers be not in error,” declared 
the senator, “every Republican 
at 
least is expected to vote for the bill 
| just as it is unless he dares to incur 
'not only the executive displeasure, but 
1 to be banished from the Republican 
j ranks. 
I do not speak of this phase 
of the subject in a spirit of anger. 
I 
am conscious of no other sentiment 
than profound regret. I recognize that 
j it is not only the privilege, but the 
duty of the president of the United 
States to make such recommeiylations 
j,to congress as in liis judgment will 
best promote the general welfare. 
“He is quite within his privileges 
and his duties In expressing his views 
upon such subjects as often as he likes 
and 
a s eniphaticn’lv as he pleases. 
Whether he is within his privilege or 
his duty when he undertakes to pre­ 
scribe the precise form which legisla­ 
tion 
shall 
assume, 
may 
well 
be 
doubted. 
“His 
great 
predecessor evidently 
thought that executive propriety did 
not permit it, for when he was dealing 
with the same subject in his message 
at the beginning of the first session of 
the Fifty-ninth congress, in 
19 05, he 
said: 
‘It is not my province to indi­ 
cate pie exact terms of the law which 
shall he enacted, hut r ''all the atten­ 
tion of the congress to certain existing 
conditions with which it is desirable 
to deal.’ ” 
There was plenty of evidence in the 
course of the first afternoon’s debate 
on the bill of the prolonged fight that 
is to come.

IK U SA NDS of shamrock s ¡ire sent 
to this cou ntry 
from 
Ireland 
for St. Patrick ’s day . 
They are 
not sent ¡is a commercial proposition, 
bu t .as messages of lov e from those on 
“the old sod” to their dear ones here. 
The shamrock s that are sold in the 
United States are almost u niv ersally 
American clov ers, which are larger 
than the Irish plant and can be told 
at a glance by any tru e sou of Erin. 
The real shamrock s are not for sale. 
They are prized too dearly by their 
recipients to profane them by barter. 
They sy mbolize a sentiment, and sen 
timents cannot bo bou ght—that is, u n­ 
less they sire the Imitation k ind. 
It is 
ju st so with shamrock s. 
<>u ly the 
cou nterfeits are on the mark et. 
So common has become the cu stom 
of sending shamrock s to America that 
there is now what is k nown as tlie 
“shamrock ship.” This is the last pos­ 
sible mail steamer to get them here in 
time for St. Patrick ’s day , the senders 
delay ing to the last moment in order 
to hav e the plants fresh. 
Most of the 
shamrock s are sent in letters and are 
moistened so ¡is to k eep. 
When the 
postal au thorities handle a fat moist 
env elope bearing an Irish postmark 
they k now it is a shamrock letter. 
This wetting of the plants often play s 
hav oc with the letters, rendering the 
su perscription illegible in many cases 
or ev en cau sing the env elope to come 
to pieces in a few instances. 
It is 
also probable that tho little plants are 
sent in newspapers and other pack - 
( ages. 
The postal au thorities ¡ire not 
v ery stri< i at su ch times and do not 
inspect the Irish mail too rigorou sly . 
When Tin* “shamrock ship” comes in ! 
the postoffice people are too 
bu sy to be i 
u ndu ly cu riou s. 
Tradition has it that St. Patrick ac­ 
tu ally brou ght the shamrock to Ire 
land. As the old song has it: 
There’s a dea r little pla nt tha t Kro ws in j 
o ur isle. 
’Tw<is ,st. ! ’.itrick himself, sure, who set 
it. 
And the cun o n his la bo r with plea sure 
did smile, 
And the tea r fro m his ey e o fttimes wet 
it. 
It g ro ws thro ug h the bo g . thro ug h the 
bra ke, thro ug h the mire la nd, 
And they ca ll it the dea r little sha mro ck 
o f Irela nd.

The fact of ihe matter seems to be, 
that St. Patrick u sed the three leav ed 
shamrock as an illu stration of the doc- i 
trine of the Trinity —three In one. 
As : 
to ju st what plant the saint employ ed 1 
there is a q u estion. 
Some maintain 
that it was the wood sorrel. The cu ra­ 
tor of the Du blin botanical gardens! 
nay s it was the black nonesu ch. The 
general v iew, howev er, is that the \ 
word shamrock is Erse, from seamrog, 
meaning little clov er, and that means 
that 
the Trifoliu m 
repens 
or Tri­ 
foliu m minu s is the real shamrock . It 
Is 
q u estionable, 
howev er, 
whether 
white clov er is a nativ e of Ireland. 
The u se of the word searnsoge by the 
oldest writers wou ld seem to u phold 
the wood sorrel v iew, as searnsoge 
means wood sorrel.

said that the P. R. T would not he 
asked to recognize unionism provided 
it a g ree! to take back in employment 
all of the men who went out, including 
those who wer** fired for no other rea 
son except for the “good of the serv­ 
ice." 
The only specification fhe union in­ 
sisted on was that hereafter the P. R 
T. deal vrith the union through a com­ 
mittee. 
P ratt left no doubt as to what 
the carm en would continue to demand. 
If, as is now believed, peace will be 
patched up on these term s, the a g r e e ­ 
ment would m ean fit at the company 
would have to discharge all of the 
strike breakers hired since Feb. 19, 
perhans 2.000 men.
